RESTRICTION ELECTION 



In response to the Restriction Election mailed November 15, 2001, 
Applicants elect Claim Set 1, claims 1-6 and 22 (drawn to polynucleotides of SEQ 
ID NO: 1 , vector, host cell, and process for protein production), with traverse . 
Applicants note that the subject matter of Claim Set II, claims 1-6 and 22 (drawn to 
polynucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 5, vector, host cell, and process for protein 
production), is related, and not patentably distinct from, Claim Set I. Therefore, 
Applicants assert that there should be no restriction requirement dividing Claim Set 
I from Claim Set II and request that the subject matter of both Claim Set I and 
Claim Set II be considered during prosecution of the present application. 

Applicants note that the polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 1 is merely a slightly 
truncated version of the polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 5. Thus, these 
polynucleotides are highly related. Accordingly, a search of subject matter 
concerning both SEQ ID NO: 1 and SEQ ID NO: 5 would not be unduly extensive 
or burdensome.
